3. Political activity centered mainly upon appeale for mercy towards 
political offenders and upon protests against alleged 411 treatment, 
At the same time and as opportunity offered, such subjects as general 
amnesty, American preparations for war, and the desirability of sup~ 
porting EDA (United Democratic left) in the 9 September Parliamentary 
electiona were introduced. As EA appealed to a wide cirele of indl- 
viduals not immediately connected with the KKE, the Party line was 
introduced with caution, 
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
